Rent Control 
Battle Starts 
in Congress 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, April 24 —:/Pi— The 


fight over keeping federal 
rend 


•controls starts today in congress. 


The present law ends June 3 un- 


less congress votes before then to 
continue it. 


President 
Truman 
wants 
the 


present law kept as is for at least 
another year, until June 30, 1SJS1. 
He told congress so in a message 
Friday. 


But real estate people can be ex- 


pected to make a strong pitch for 
wiping the controls off the books. 


The answer — a law or no law 


—won't be known for weeks, until 
senate and house vote on it. 


First come hearings by the bank- 


ing committees of the senate and 
house where both sides can state 
their case. 


The senate hearings 
start to- 


day. The house hearings open May 
8. 


After the hearings the two com- 


mittees can make one of several 
recommendations to the lull senate 
and house. 


Keep the present law unchanged 


for another year or longer; keep' 
some kind of law, different from 
this; or wipe out all government 
controls. 


Then it will be up to the states 


and cities to set up their own con- 
trols, if they want any. 


The President's idea can 
be 


stated simply: He doesn't want 
government controls lifted sudden- 
ly; he says he wants them lifted 
gradually, as provided in the pres- 
ent law. Why gradually? 


Because, he says, the demand 


for housing is still greater 
than 


the supply. He says he wants con- 
trols kept until supply meets de- 
mand. 


Here are some of the main fca- 


November general election. 


If adopted the act would become 


effective Jan. 1, 1953. 


The govrnor, 
lieutenant gover- 


nor, attorney general, secretary of 
state, treasurer, auditor and land 
commissioner would be elected for 
four year terms. 


The governor would be ineligible 


to succeed himself but there'd 
be 


no such prohibition against the oth- 


tures of the present law: 


1. Expediter, in charge of con- 


trols, can sue a landlord for tre- 
ble damages if he violates 
the 


law. (Previously, the tenant had 
to sue, the government couldn't.) 


2. The housing expediter has 


control over evictions. A landlord 
who wants to oust a tenant must 
got the expediter's okay first. (Pre- 
viously, the landlord could go to 
his local court to get approval for 
throwing out a tenant; the hous- 
ing expediter had no say.) 


3. The housing expediter 
can 


force a landlord to show his books 
to prove he had the expenses ho 
claims when asking permission to 
raise rents. (Previously, the land- 
lord didn't have 
to 
show 
his 


books.) 


4. Landlords can get permission 


to raise rents if they are not earn- 
ing a fair net operating income, 
if they've made improvements, 
and so on. (There have been 5,- 
000,000 rent increases since rent 
controls were first established in. 
1042). 


5. The expediter must end gov- 


ernment controls whenever a state 
wants to do its own controlling, or 
when the legislature votes to end 
'controls in that state, or when a 
ciy or town votes to be de-con- 
trolled. 


6. The expediter can also de-con- 


trol by himself whenever he de- 
cides there's enough housing to 
meet the demand in any communi- 
ty, or when trie local rent advisory 
board, made up of volunteer citi- 
zens, advises decontrol. 


In the past year the expediter 


has decontrolled 532 areas. About 
24 cities, towns and villages have 
voted controls off themselves. 


Wisconsin took over its own con- 


trols last August. The State,of New 
York will do its own controlling 
job, starting May 1. 


The state legislatures of Ala- 


bama, Virginia 
Nebraska 
and 


Texas have voted an end to gov- 
ernment controls in their 
status. 


And— 


Utah and Arizona were de-con- 


trolled in the pasf. year by joint 
action of the expediter and the 
cities in those states. 


That leaves 40 states still under 


federal controls, in whole 
or in 


part. About 8,000,000 dwelling units 
will still be under control by June 
30 when the present law is due 
to die. 


The control peak was reached in 


1946 when 16,000,000 dwelling units 
were under the government's say-

Fact Finding Boards appointed by Presidents Roosevelt and Truman 


have said these demands were "devoid of merit" and they were 


Now the Firemen's leaders seek to paralyze railroad transportation 
to compel the railroads to employ a wholly unnecessary additional

FEATHER 


LEADERS OF the Firemen's union have 
called a nationwide strike starting with 
four great railroads on April 26. These 
railroads are the New York Central, Penn- 
sylvania, Santa Fe, and Southern. 


The union claim that a second fireman 


is needed on grounds of safety is sheer 
hypocrisy. Safety has been dragged into 
this dispute only in an unsuccessful effort 
to give a cloak of respectability to vicious 
feather-bedding demands. 


After a careful study of the first de- 


mands of this union, a Presidential Fact 
Finding Board on May 21,1943, reported 
to President Roosevelt that there was no 
need for an extra fireman on diesel 
locomotives. 


Again, on September 19, 1949, after a 


second hearing on the union leaders' de- 
mands, a second Board reported to Presi- 
dent Truman that: "there presently exists 
no need for an additional fireman... upon 
either the ground of safety or that of 
efficiency and economy of operation." 


Safety Record of Diesels is 


Outstandingly Good 


Although the railroads accepted the Board 
findings, the union leaders have brazenly 
rejected them. 
i 


They represent that an extra fireman 


is needed for '.'safety" reasons. 


what the Board had to say on that point: 


"The safety and on-time perform- 
ance of diesel electric locomotives 
operated under current rules have 
been notably good . . . 


"Upon careful analysis of the data 
submitted on safety, we have con- 
cluded that no valid reasons have 
been shown as a support for the 
Brotherhood proposal under which a 
fireman would be required to be at all 
times continuously in the cab of road 
diesels. The proposal must be re- 
jected." 


The real reason behind these demands is 
that the union leaders are trying to make 
jobs where there is no work. In other 
words, a plain case of "feather-bedding." 


The railroads have no intention of yield- 


ing to these wasteful make-work demands. '
